W A SH IN G TO N , Feb. 16 — High diplomatic sources in Washington 


today believe Germany is deliberately withdrawing to a strong defen­ 


sive line in Russia in order to meet the threat of an Anglo-American 


invasion of the European continent this year. 


The view prevails in these informed diplomatic sources that strong 


forces of Germany's crack troops and first line fighting planes are be­ 


ing shifted to those points in western Europe and the Mediterranean 


area at which the allies might be [ -------------------------------- 


expected to strike. 


This 
belief is strengthened 
by 
the fact that the Germans do not 


appear to be making any desper­ 


ate effort to hang on to such ma­ 


jor strongholds as Kursk and Ros­ 


tov, but seem to be withdrawing in 


a methodical and organized fash­ 
ion from the advanced positions on 
the southern Russian front. 
There are no indications that 
the withdrawal is a rout. On the 
contrary, the Germans, according 
to official sources, 
appear to be 
fighting a strong rear-guard ac­ 
tion and attempting to make the i 
Russians pay heavily for their ad- j 
vances.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 — High diplomatic sources in W ashington 
today believe Germany is deliberately withdrawing to a strong defen­ 
sive line in Russia in order to meet the threat of an Anglo-American 
invasion of the European continent this year. 
The view prevails in these informed diplomatic sources that strong 
forces of Germany’s crack troops and first line fighting planes are be­ 
ing shifted to those points in western Europe and the M editerranean 
area a t which the allies m ight be I -------------------------------------------------- 
expected to strike. 
This belief is strengthened by 
the fact th at the Germans do not 
appear to be making any desper­ 
ate effort to hang on to such m a­ 
jor strongholds as Kursk and Ros­ 
tov, but seem to be withdrawing in ; 
a methodical and organized fash­ 
ion from the advanced positions on 
the southern Russian front. 
There are no indications that 
the withdrawal is a rout. On the 
contrary, the Germans, according 
to official sources, appear to be 
fighting a strong rear-guard ac­ 
tion and attem pting to make the 
Russians pay heavily for their ad* j 
vain ( s. 
This leads the diplomatic obser­ 
vers to believe the withdrawal is 
a planned movement.

I num ber of letters from my radio and 
mov ie audience asking roe this question

I inv estig ated and here is what I found 
out. N o distiller is making whiskey to­ 
day . The bev erag e distilling industry is 
eng ag ed IOO % in producing war alcohol 
for the g ov ernment. 
Aa a matter of fact, I discov ered that 
indiv idually and collectiv ely the bev er­ 
ag e distilling industry offered its facilities 


to the g ov ernm ent one y ea r before 
Fearl Harbor. 
Here's another interest ing point. While 
distillers ha v e substa ntia l stocks on 
hand, made during peacetime...enoug h 
to last three y ea rs...they hav e, in fair­ 
ness to all, self-imposed a sy stem of 
rationing . This w ill assure any one inter­ 
ested in purchasing these products that 
a reasonable amount will be av ailable 
ov er a period of time. 
During my inv estig ation I also learned 
the answers to sev eral other quest ion*. 
I am telling y ou about them below. 


I Alcohol is v ital to war produ ction 
becau se it is a basic ingredient u sed in 
the manu factu re of smokeless powder, 
chemical warfare materials, medical su p­ 
plies, and sy nthetic ru bber. The gov ern­ 
m ent’s 19 43 qu ota calls for 530,000,000 
gallons, half of which is su pplied by the 
bev erage distilling indu stry . 


2 The industry *! facilities for the pro­ 
duction of g rain alcohol make it possible 
to include 200,000 tons of rubber from 
g rain in the g ov ernment’s 8 7 0,000-ton 
sy nthetic rubber prog ram. In producing 
war alcohol the industry uses g rain ex ­ 
clusiv ely (no sug a r). Sug ar is nev er used 
in making whiskey , either. 


3 This use of grain will not deplete the 
stores needed for food as there is a tre­ 
mendous urpluaon hand. The distilling 
industry is transforming 100,000,000 
bushels of it into v ital war material, en­ 
abling farmers to contribute ev en more 
directly to the war effort and freeing 
much needed g ranary space. 


4 Although 100% converted for war 
alcohol, the industry will still be able to 
supply alcoholic bev erag es to the public 
from reserv e stocks made during peace­ 
time and thus continue to account for 
more than a billion dollars in tax es ev ery 
y ear for the federal and state g ov ernments, 


5 Tho foci tho!, when war came, we had 
a full-fledg ed bev erag e distilling industry 
in ex istence made this contribution pos­ 
sible. Otherwise, it is easy to understand 
how the g ov ernment would hav e been 
forced to spend months of time and mil­ 
lions of dollars in building and reno­ 
v ating distilleries and training personnel.

s n rec ENT months I have received a 
I number of letters from my radio and 
movie audience asking roe this question 
...'’Will our distilleries continue to pro­ 
duce alcoholic beverage*during the war?” 
Frankly, I did not know the answer. 
I investigated end here is what I found 
out. No distiller is making whiskey to­ 
day. The beverage distilling industry is 
engaged 100% in producing war alcohol 
for the government. 
As a matter of fact, I discovered thst 
individually and collectively the bever­ 
age distilling industry offered its facilities 


to the government one year before 
P ea rl H a rb o r. 
Here’s another interesting point .While 
distillers have substantial stocks on 
hand, made during peacetime...enough 
to last three years...they have, in fair­ 
ness to all, self-imposed a system of 
rationing. This will assure anyone inter­ 
ested in purchasing these products that 
a reasonable amount will be available 
over a period of time. 
During my investigation I also learned 
the answers to eeveral other question*. 
I am telling you about them below. 


I Alcohol if vital to war production 
because it is a basic ingredient used in 
the manufacture of smokeless powder, 
chemical warfare materials, medical sup­ 
plies, and synthetic rubber. The govern­ 
ment’s 1943 quota calls for 530,000,000 
gallons, half of which is supplied by the 
beverage distilling industry. 


2 The industry** facilities for the pro­ 
duction of grain alcohol make it possible 
to include 200,000 tons of rubber from 
grain in the government’s 870,000-ton 
synthetic rubber program. In producing 
war alcohol the industry uses grain ex­ 
clusivity (no sugar). Sugar is never used 
in making whiskey, either. 


3 This use of grain will not deplete the 
stores needed for food as there is a tre­ 
mendous urplus on hand. The distilling 
industry is transforming 100,000,000 
bushels of it into vital war material, en­ 
abling fa mere to contribute even mon* 
directly to the war effort and freeing 
much net led granary space. 


4 Although 100% converted for war 
alcohol, the industry w ill still be able to 
supply alcoholic beverages to the public 
from reserve stocks made during peace­ 
time and thus continue to account for 
more than a billion dollars in taxes every 
year for the federal and state governments. 


5 The fact that, when war came, we had 
a full-fledged beverage distilling industry 
in existence made this contribution pos­ 
sible. Otherwise, it is easy to understand 
how the government would have been 
forced to spend months of time and mil­ 
lions of dollars in building and reno­ 
vating distilleries and training personnel.

REPORT ON WAR 
W 


ASHINGTON— The President's report 
to Congressional leaders after his re­ 
turn from Casablanca was a sober, serious 
diagnosis of the w ar leav ened with occa­ 
sional Roosev eltian humor. 
Among other things he spoke at length 
about his v isit to Liberia and the President 
of Liberia, Edwin Barclay. 
“ I was v ery much impressed with him,” 
said the President, adding that he was a 
man with about sev en-eights Negro blood. 
Then with a grin in the direction to­ 
ward his v ery good friend Senator Albeit j 
Barkley of Kentucky, he added: 
“ By the way, Alben, this Barclay also 
has a Kentucky strain. 
His ancestors came ; 
from Kentucky. 
They were slav es.” 
The President went on to tell about 
Liberia’s election laws by which only those 
Liberians whose ancestors were American 
slav es are permitted to v ote. 
In lbs report on the war fronts, Roose­ 
v elt’s soberest remarks were addressed to 
tile submarine problem. 
The details of 
what he said cannot be rev ealed, except 
that scientists from all ov er the United | 
States had been called in to try to lick the 
submarine. 
The President made no effort 
to minimize the pessimistic statements pre­ 
v iously made by one of bis nav al men, and 
obv iously agreed with them about the ser* 
iousness of the U-boat menace.

subs.

Wild Beasts, Pets or In sects 
Carry Man y Diseases to Man

MAN RECEIVES many of his 
illnesses from his animal compan­ 
ions, both the domestic and the 
wild animals that he may hunt. A

list of the human diseases which 
ha'.e a definite relationship to 
animals ie a long one. I will list 
a few; 
First, Ro cky M o u n ta in 
spotted 
fever.— This fev er which is be­ 
coming more and more prev alent 
is transmitted to man by wood 
ticks or dog ticks that hav e be­ 
come infected by feeding on v ari­ 
ous animala already infected with 
the disease. They are usually wild 
animala, such a4- tine deer, squirrel 
and so forth. Hunters and those 
exposed in the woods to the attack 
of ticks fchould take ev ery pre­ 
caution to wear protectiv e cloth­ 
ing. 
Ra b ies, o r h yd ro p h o b ia , 
in spite 
of the fact that public health mea­ 
sures hav e attempted to eradicate 
it for ov er 60 years, still remains 
a ter iou 
anima! heaith problem 
for the human being bitten by a 
rabbit, dog or cat. 
There is a 
chance for prev ention of the di­ 
sease. howev er, by inoculation. 
Tu b ercu lo sis 
is one of sev eral 
diseases 
which 
may 
be trans­ 
m itted to mar. from cattle. Poul­ 
try tuberculosis is prev alent in 
the corn belt states and although 
the Federal inspection of cattle 
used for dairy purposes has prac­ 
tically eliminated toe transmis­ 
sion of bov ine tuberculosis to hu­ 
man beings, the necessity for con­ 
tinued v igilance is still present. 
Another fairly common condi­ 
tion transmitted to man from 
cattle is a strep to co ccu s 
or sta p h y­ 
lo co ccu s u d d er in fectio n . 
The** 
cause septic sore throat and other 
conditions. 
Many outbreaks of 
food poisoning come under this 
heading. Most of them can be pre­ 
v ented by pasteurizing the milk. 
A rare human disease which is 
fairly prev alent in cattle ie a cti­ 
n o b a cillo sis. 
There are only a few 
human cases on record, but it may 
increase unless precautions are 
taken. 


Another rare condition is list- 
erello tis. 
It is v ery much more 
common in many kinds of domes­ 
tic animals than in man. 
Bu b o n ic p la g u e 
which may be­ 
come somewhat of a menace to 
troops during this war is dissemi­ 
nated mostly by Heas which hav e 
acquired the disease from rata, 
ground squirrels and marmots. 
Trich in o sis — This 
is 
trans­ 
mitted to man by eating infected 
m eat, u su ally infected p o rk. It is 
a b i’esse of muscles and careful 
studies hav e shown that it is far 
mo re p rev alen t than was ev er 
suspected. Probably about 15 per 
cent of an av erage human popu­ 
lation hav e the disease in such a 
fo rm , or to m ildly , that it is not 
* reco gn ized. Thorough cooking of 
all p o rcin e p ro d u cts 
will entirely 
! destroy the parasite which is the 
j cause. 
j 
Tu la rem ia , or ra b b it fever, is 
J transmitted from rabbits, squir- 
i rein and many oth? r wild animals 
to man through infection of the 
j skin while dressing the animals. 
This can be prev ented by the use 
of rubber glov es while dressing 
these animals. 
U n d u la n t lever 
is greatly on 
the increase in the United States. 
It ii spread alm o st entirely by 
milk from infected dairy cattle. 
It sho u ld be noted that there are 
methods of prev ention of aim-.at 
all of these discases.

Furthermore, presumably, Mussolini is anxious to keep the door 
o p en for the subsequent peace negotiations on a basis that will 
p re­ 
serve Italy’s integrity and his own job as it’s Duce. 
It is a risky 
gam ble certainly, but he hasn’t a bit of choice in the matter. 
Nobody Imagines that he cares a hoot for Hitler and his Nazi pals. 
No bo dy cares a hoot for Mussolini, either, but temporarily it would 
be a conv enience to hav e him eliminated—not as a fighting force but 
a* a sentimental belligerent. 
WYll, Count Ciano goes to the Vatican. 
S o w , Pope Pius XII, a* it stands to reason, is 
dehn iteiy pro-peace. 
Tile count, then, is transferred to a post 
where he can work toward peace most effec­ 
tiv ely.

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WORKING HOURS 
T 
lfHE government now faces facts on the 
industrial front, as it has done on the 
fighting front. 
War is a hard taskmaster 
and has to bo served. 
It was inevitable 
that labor in the war industries should ex­ 
tend its normal working hours to at least 
48 hours a week. There has been here an 
application of governmental power unusual 
in this country, but it is a very mild one. 
Other belligerent nations have been work­ 
ing longer than this, per day or week, in 
their munition industries. 
The established pay rates also are high­ 
er than in other countries fighting the same 
war. 
And it is natural enough, and all 
right, except perhaps for we thing. 
Is 
there any other nation which, in this su­ 
preme crisis, still regards 40 hours as the 
normal working week. and time-and-a-half 
pay as proper for work beyond the 40-hour 
line ? 
Nothing, perhaps, can be done about 
that. 
But it would be interesting to know 
how millions of drafted men in the fighting 
services feel about it — men whose pay 
is incomparably less, and whose working 
time has no limit except physical exhaus­ 
tion. 


REPORT ON W AR 
W 
ASHINGTON— The President’s report 
to Congressional leaders after his re­ 
turn from Casablanca was a sober, serious 
diagnosis of the war leavened with occa­ 
sional Rooseveltian humor. 
Among other things he spoke at length 
about his visit to Liberia and the President 
of Liberia. Edwin Barclay. 
“I was very much impressed with him,” 
said the President, adding that he was a 
man with about seven-eights Negro blood. 
Then with a grin in the direction to­ 
ward his very good friend Senator Alben 
Barkley of Kentucky, he added: 
‘‘By the way, Alben, this Barclay also 
has a Kentucky strain. His ancestors came 
from Kentucky. 
They were slaves.” 
The President went on to tell about 
Liberia’s election laws by which only those 
Liberians whose ancestors were American 
slaves are permitted to vote. 
In his report on the war fronts, Roose­ 
velt's soberest remarks were addressed to 
the submarine problem. 
The details of 
: what he said cannot be revealed, except 
that scientists from all over the United 
States had been called in to try to lick the 
submarine. The President made no effort 
to minimize the pessimistic statements pre­ 
viously made by one of his naval men, and 
obviously agreed with them about the aer* 
j iousness of the U-boat menace. 
The one 
hopeful situation was the Pacific, where 
we were losing much less shipping to Jap 
subs.

Wild Beasts, Pets or Insects 
Carry Many Diseases to Man 


YESTERDAY’S AXIS 
T*HE Axis alignment is not new. One hun- 
* 
dred and twentv-fivc years ago, af­ 
ter the downfall of Napoleon, Prussia and 
Russia and Austria formed a Holy Alliance, 
which eventually was joined 
by 
almost 
even* power in Europe. Inspired by the re­ 
actionary Australian chancellor, 
Metter- 
nich, it aimed to sit on the lid. to make the 
world safe for autocracy, to repress every 
trend toward popular rule. In furtherance 
of this airn, its armies invaded Italy and 
.Spain, where the people were fighting for 
freedom, and entrenched the old tyranny. 
A “Holy Alliance** in name, it proved in 
practice about the most unholy organiza­ 
tion which history records until the Axis 
of today. 
Finally in 18J»0 the French overthrew 
a stupid and reactionary king, and install­ 
ed a more liberal ruler. The Holy Alliance, 
thus defied, was little heard of after that, 
but its principles were upheld 
by 
most 
European rulers until the Revolution of 
1848. 
Today the Axis stands for all that the 
Holy Alliance did in the generation after 
1815, with some added cruelties that the 
Moly Alliance never thought of. The signs 
are that the Axis will hardly last as many 
years more as the Holy Alliance did de­ 
cades. 


GIRAUD VS. DE GAULLE 
One point which left a deep impression 
on his Congressional leaders was the diffi­ 
culty the President and Churchill had in 
getting Gen. de Gaulle and Gen. Giraud 
together. 
After about six days of effort 
they were finally able to get them to shake 
hands and pose for the photographers. 
While the President was optimistic re­ 
garding the military* situation in North Af­ 
rica, he went into detail regarding Hie dif­ 
ficulty of getting heavy tanks through the 
mud until the terrain had dried. While the 
rains usually stop in March or April they 
have been known to continue until June. 
The 
President 
also explained 
that 
Churchill was handling all the negotiations 
with Turkey 
uecause 
the 
British were 
closer to the 
Turkish picture than the 
United States. 
“In the same way,” the President ex­ 
plained, “all negotiations with China are 
being carried on by tile United States.**

The President also went into consider­ 
able detail regarding the morale of Ameri­ 
can troops, which he observed to be ex­ 
cellent in the North African war zone. 
However, he said lie was “ worried” over 
tile manner in w hich our troops were ex­ 
posed to undraped native women in the 
various parts of Africa, especially Liberia. 
He praised tile efficiency of the Medi­ 
cal Corps in dealing with venereal disease, 
but expressed concern over its prevalence 
and said it might be necessary to limit the 
liberty of overseas troops for the sake of 
their health. 
This same problem, he re­ 
ported, also existed among U. S. troops in 
South America. 
Questioned by Congressional leaders 
on the internal situation in Italy and Ger­ 
many, the President replied that he had 
(I «*ntlnu«xl on ra g e Light) 


list of tho human diseases which 
have a definite relationship to 
animals is a long one. I will list 
a few: 
First. Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever,—This fever which is be­ 
coming more and more prevalent 
is transm itted to man by wood 
ticks or dog ticks that have be­ 
come infected by feeding on vari­ 
ous animals already infected with 
the disease. They are usually wild 
animals, such a« inc deer, squirrel 
and so forth. Hunters and those 
exposed in the woods to the attack 
of ticks should take every pre­ 
caution to wear protective cloth­ 
ing. 
Rubies, or hydrophobia, in spite 
ox the fact that public health mea­ 
sures have attempted to eradicate 
it for over 60 years, still remains 
a serious anima! health problem 
for the human being bitten by a 
rabbit, dog or cat. There is a 
chance for prevention of the di­ 
sease. however, by inoculation. 
Tuberculosis la one of several 
diseases which 
may be trans­ 
mitted to man from cattle. Poul­ 
try tuberculoaia is prevalent in 
the corn belt states and although 
the Federal inspection of cattle 
used for dairy purposes has prac­ 
tically eliminated the transm is­ 
sion of bovine tuberculosis to hu­ 
man beings, the necessity for con­ 
tinued vigilance is nil! present. 
Another fairly common condi­ 
tion transm itted to man from 
cattle is a etreptocoecut or staphy­ 
lococcus udder infection. There 
cause septic sore throat and other 
conditions. 
Many outbreaks of 
food poisoning come under this 
heading. Most of them can be pre­ 
vented by pasteurizing the milk. 
A rare human disease which is 
fairly prevalent In cattle is acfi- 
nobacilloeie. There are only a few 
human cases on record, but it may 
increase unless precaution! are 
taken. 


Another rare condition is liat- 
erelloiie. It is very much more 
common in many kinds of domes­ 
tic animals than in man. 
Bubonic plague which may be­ 
come somewhat of a menace to 
troops during this war Is dissemi­ 
nated mostly by fleas w hich have 
acquired the disease from rata, 
ground squirrels and marmots. 
Trichinosis — This 
is 
trans­ 
mitted to man by eating infected 
meat, usually infected pork. It is 
a disease of muscles and careful 
studies have shown th at it is far 
more prevalent than was ever 
suspected. Probably about 16 per 
cent of an average human popu­ 
lation have the d.sease in such a 
form, or so mildly, th at it is not 
recognized. Thorough cooking of 
all porcine produce will entirely 
destroy the parasite which is the 
cause. 
Tularemia, or rabbit fever, is 
transm itted from rabbits, squir­ 
rels and many other wild animals 
to man through infection of the 
j skin while dressing the animals, 
j This can be prevented by the use 
I of rubber gloves while dressing 
! these animals. 
Undulant fever is greatly on 
the increase in the United States. 
It is spread almost entirely by 
milk from infected dairv cattle. 
It Fhould be noted th at there are 
methods of prevention of aim .et 
all of these discases. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
J. K,: What it a prolapsed stom­ 
ach? 
Answer: A prolapsed stomach is 
one that has fallen dow n out of the 
place that the stomach usually oc­ 
cupies in the abdomen, It gener­ 
ally frere with the thin, linear type 
of build. It is not serious and with 
some little attention to care and 
diet, I believe the symptoms can 
be held in abeyance.

Pickaway county's total of men 
under arms in Uncle Sam’s varied 


services in World W ar ll will sur­ 


pass the total used in the entirety 
of World W ar I before the end of 


February. 
County Selective Service office 
declared Tuesday that the number 


of men now in service is more than 


1.400 and that well over IOO more 
will be sent before army and navy 
medical examiners during the next 
six days. If percentages of accept­ 
ance continue high as they have 
been since 18 and 19 year old boys 
started to go into service the num­ 
ber of men in arms will pass the 
1,500 troops generally accepted as 
the number who enlisted or were 
drafted during the fight against 
the Kaiser. 
1,500 
O u t In 1918 


No official figures can be found 
cither by Selective Service offi­ 
cials or by veterans’ organizations 
concerning the total called out of 
Circleville and 
Pickaway county 
during 
the 
1917-1918 struggle. 
However, estimates are that 1.500 
were in service. 
Up to January I the exact num­ 
ber drafted and 
enlisted 
locally 
was 1.338, With enough entering 
service since that date to go above 
the 1.400 total. 
During February nearly all of 
the 18 and 19 year old youths re­ 
maining on the Selective Service 
board's lists will be called into uni­ 
form in the all-service draft which 
became

Three contingents will be called 
out, the first being a large one 
and the other two relatively small 
during the next week.
